blossoms. 
Across the arch of the 


organ loft was a floral design of wild 
jassamine and oleander blossoms bear- 
ing the class motto of "Noblesse 
ObliFe." On either side were shields 
of the same material on which were 
"OC" and the figures'95. 


The church was well filled with 


members of the college, the alumni 
and the many friends of those who 
took part in the exercises. The choral 
class of the school occupied seats 
within the choir. 
Trustees 
and 


teachers 
of the college occupied 


seats directly in front of the platform, 
and President Hosmer and the seven 
members of the graduating class, six 
young ladies and one young man were 
seated in a half circle upon tiie stage. 


After the opening prayer by Rev. C. 


M. Hyde, President Hosmer announced 
Miss Ada B. Whitney as the first 
essayist of the evening. Miss Whitney 
gave an original discussion of a thor- 
oughly original subject, "The Evolu- 
tion of the Bachelor Maid." Evolu- 
tion is defined as the story of creation 
or the history of ourselves. 
Hiss 


Whitney noted that the typical "old 
maid" of fifty years ago was fast being 
replaced by the bachelor maid, a 
creature of today. A picture of the 
old-fashioned gossip was drawn, and 
the narrow mind tbat was tbe out 
come of a narrow life. 
With the 


bacbfelor maid, there is nothing of tbe 
gossipy silliness of by gone years. 
She gives her attention to higher ob 
jects than marriage. The cause of this 
change is due to tbe advance of wo- 
men all along tbe line of social life. 
In former days tbe home was sup- 
posed to be the one only proper sphere 
for woman. She must wait like a 
rose to be plucked, and if not plucked 
her life was a sour acquiescenae to 
fate. Old maids were also made fun 
of and were the brunt of witticisims. 
In 1838 a college iu Ohio dared to open 
its doors to women. The experiment 
produced a revelation. As soon as it 
was found tbat women were able and 
willing to 'receive higher education 
more schools arose, and from the dis- 
persion of knowledge woman's plane 
of life was raised. Miss Whitney re- 
garded the bachelor maid as cue of 
the greatest blessings of the century. 
She would make a better wife and 
mother for having learned the inde- 
pendence of womanhood. 


"Our Future" was the subject of 


Miss Mattie L. Richardson's essay. 
She noted the various ways in which 
happiness is sought. Mouey and po- 
sition cannot buy it. Too often suc- 
cess leads to excess. True happiuess 
is to glorify God and serve him for- 
ever. The daily duties allotted are 
molded into a perfect life as is clay 
in the potter's hands. Our future lies 
in our own hands. It is for us to 
make and we shall be happy or un- 
happy as we obey in our life the laws 
of God. 


The Girls glee club led by Miss 


Axtelle gave tbe first musical selec- 
tion, "Night Sinks on the Wave." 
Tbe piece was rendered in a most ex- 
cellent manner and received a hearty 
encore. 


"Our Poor Relations" was the topic 


dwelt upon by Miss Agnes Alexander. 
The term poor relations was made to

"The Reign of Peace" its history and 


lessons was Miss Horrenson's theme. 
She noted the trend of nations to settle 
their differences by arbitration rather 
than by force of arms. As the Euro- 
pean races divided among fie differ- 
ent countries of the two continents 
the bond of peaceful union was 
con- 


stantly being strengthen and arbitra- 
tion iu politics and industry was be- 
coming tbe spirit of the hour. 


Miss Charlotte V. C. Hall gave an 


interesting historical sketch of Puna- 
hou and its past work. Her essay 
opened with tbe details of the legend 
of Punahou. 
The picturesque spot 


was the favorite visiting place of Ka- 
mehameha I. 
In 1829 tbe grounds 


were presented to Rev. Hiram Bing- 
ham, and In 1841 the school was 
founded by Rev. Daniel Dole, father 
of tbe President of tbe Republic. Bice 
Hall was built in 1846 and Dole Hall 
in 1848. 
In 1853 the Government 


gave a new charter for Oahu Collegei 
and under the direction of E. G. Beck- 
with the college grew and prospered. 
The past is known. What may we 
not hope for the future of Punahon? 
Attention was called to the crying 
need of a gymnasium for courses of 
physical culture. Great and good men 
had gone forth from the college, and 
with display of the same spirit that 
has marked the past, Punahou will 
ever be the source not only of learn- 
in e, but of noble and pure influences. 
The commencement song was sung 


by the Boys' Glee Club, and received 
an encore. 
The last speaker on the program was 


Edward Woodward, who delivered 
a most excellent address on the 
"Need of Education" as applied parti- 
cularly to the Republic of Hawaii. 
The future of out country depends 
upon men of culture, wisdom and 
strength. Tbe essence of tyranny ex- 
ists not in tbe strength of tbe strong 
but the weakness of the weak. Tbe 
problem of life is not to make life 
easier but to make man stronger. The 
one great need of a free nation is edu- 
cation 
Not an education of cram- 


ming but thorough, complete diges- 
tion of tbe learning of the centuries. 
Education must be personal; it must 
be broad. It should give to each man 
that reserve strength without which 
no man can be successful. A man 
should have a reserve of skill, intelli- 
gence, character, purpose, reputation 
and love. When every man has re- 
serves like these he has no need for 
special favors. He needs no legisla- 
tion. Problems of government must 
be decided for right or wrong. If de- 
cided for wrong, it must crop out 
sooner or later and tbe people must 
pay the penalty. It was the dream of 
the founders of tbe American Re- 
public that tbe people should select 
tbeir wisest men each year to make 
tbeir laws. This was followed for a 
time and good laws were the result. 
Today representatives are sent to 
Congress to do the will of the people. 
If tbe people are to rule they must be 
educated. In this Republic of Hawaii 
there must be education of the masses 
if we are to have good government. 
Right thinking has been our privi- 
lege. Right acting is now our duty. 
Let the youtn of tbe land so prepare 
themselves that the government shall 
be in every sense of tbe word of tbe 
people and for the people. Mr. Wood 
held the attention of tbe audience 
remarkably for such a 
youthful 


orator and was accorded liberal ap- 
plause at the close. 
The parts were all well delivered 


and showed careful study and training 
both in tbe text and delivery. 


President Hosmer presented the di- 


plomas with the following remarks: 


It becomes my pleasant duty to 


award the diplomas, certificates that 
these young people have completed 
with honor the course of study in 
Oahu College. 
For five years they 


have beeu under our especial care, and 
I can testify to their scholarship not 
only, but also to their earnestness and 
their high ideals of life. 


Because you have received much, 


my friends, tbe world has a right to 
expect much from you. And I would 
have you remember the motto you 
have chosen for this occasion—"No- 
blesse Oblige." Your position has its 
obligations. Tbe safety of this little 
republic of the Pacific lies in its 
youths and maidens. 
"Give me tbe 
boys," said old Baron von Stein, "and 
I will save Prussia." Give me the 
youth here in Hawaii and tbe prob- 
lems of social and political life will be 
rightly solved. 
Our young people 


must be taught intelligence and vir- 
tue, to have the power of self-control 
and to be loyal supporters of good 
government. 
They must enter upon 


tbeir careers as citizens with an ade- 
quate idea of their duties and respon- 
sibilities. Then shall tbe safety of 
free institutions be assured, and, as 
our young friend hat said, govern- 
ment of and for and. by the people 
will have an abiding place in Hawaii 
net.President Hosmer also announced 
the following prize winners.

mouth besides food, lodging and medical 
attendance. They gave excellent satis- 
faction, but before long false reports of 
ill-treatment reached Japan, in conse- 
quence of which two cotnmissionerB were 
sent in 1870 to investigate their con- 
dition. 


Although the commissioners admitted 


that they found no ground for complaint, 
they took back forty of their countrymen 
to Japan, binding each one, to labor three 
years m order to reimburse their govern- 
ment for the expeiige of the return pas- 
sage. 


Glbaou'a Lanal Colony. 


It was in the same year, 1870, that Mr. 


Gibson brougtit out from the United 
Stafes a li'tle colony of white immigrants 
to Lanai to cultivate his lands on shares. 
According to Mr. Gibson, the agreement 
was ''that each person should take up 
at least twelve acres of land for a period 
of twelve uionths, the proprietor to 
supply Uiem meanwhile with lodgings, 
working animals and tools. The crop 
was to be equally divided between land- 
lord and tenant. Should thu latter refuse 
to carry out his part of the contract, his 
deposit of $36 for passage money should 
be forfeited." 
Owing to the severe 


drouiiht which prevailed during that year 
and other causes the experiment proved 
to be a sad failure, and the unfortunate 
immigrants denounced the Shepherd of 
Lanai as a cruel impostor. At best, it 
was a visionary, unpractical scheme. 


The Hawaiian Immigration Society. 
The Hawaiian Immigration Society, 


composed of the chief business men of 
this country, was founded November 6, 
187-, but little seems to have been ac- 
complished by it. 
Its secretary, Walter 


Murray Uib^on, in the first report pro- 
perly stated the building up of a nation 
to be "the vital question, without which 
we cannot hope to maintain an indepen- 
dent organizilion," and he never ceased 
to recommend the Malay races as a class 
of settlers who would not much affect 
the iden ity of the Hawaiian race^ and 
whose gradual influx would harmonize 
and strengthen the native st^ck. 


The Kiciproc ty Treaty with the United 


States, wnicn went into effect in Septem- 
ber, 187(i, created a pressing demand for 
labor, 'the relative merits of immigrants 
from China, Japan, the Malay Archipel- 
ago, Hindostau, the 
Azores, Madeira 


and the islands of the Sou'h Pacific were 
discussed a; length, with respect to their 
qualities as laborers or colonis'8, their 
adaptation to amalgamate with the na- 
tive Hawaiians, etc. 


G eat efforts were made, especially by 


Mr. (iodfrey Khov'es and a Mr. Home 
from Mauritius, to induce the Govern- 
ment to make a conventi n wit'a Eng- 
land in regard to the importation of 
Hindoo coolies from British India, and 
Hon H. A. P. Carter, while in England, 
in 1877, made personal inquiries on this 
subject at the Foreign Office and the 
Immigration Bureau. His report on the 
oneious conditions required by the In- 
dian government, und on the character 
of the Hindoo coolies, wa? very discour- 
aging, and- all efforts in that direction 
were dropped fur the time. 


Portuguese Immigration. 


At the same time arrangements were 


made through Dr. Hillebrand, who was 
residing on the island of Madeira, for the 
immigration of Portuguese from that 
island and the Azores. 
The pioneer 


comp«ny of 180 Portuguese arrived here 
September iO, 1878, by the Priscilla, from 
Funchal. 
followed 
by the Ravens- 


crag, 
from 
Madeira, 
with 
419 


Portuguese, 
and 
the 
Higjhflyer, 


from the Azores, with 332 passengers. 
The business was conducted through 
Hoffnung & Co., of Londm, and ttje 
first three companies signed no contracts 
till after their arrival here. Afier that 
tirce, however, the signing of contracts 
before embarking was made a sine qua 
non by 'he Hawaiian Gov-rnment 
In 


1882, lion. H. A. P. Carter succeeded ia 
negotiating an immigration convention 
with Portugal, and during the first six 
years about 7000 people Wr re brought in 
from the Azores and 
Madeira. The 


Board of Immigration had wisely in- 
structed its agent that, "no toitmxpcoplc 
were wanted nor women unwilling to 
work." 
In 1880, Mr. C. H. Dickey of 


Haiku wrote to tne Hu eau of Immiera- 
t.ion that there were in the State of Illi- 
nois a number of Portuguese with tbeir 
families desirous of 
emigrating, and 


Baked assistance in bringing them here. 
But the Board replied that there were no 
funds available for that purpose. 
From 


what we now know of those people, it is 
much to be regretted that the suggestion 
was not acted upon. 
In bringing in the 


Portuguese the Government ''builded 
better than it knew," for though not "of 
a race cognate with the Hawaiian," 
they are the most valuable accession \et 
made to the population of this country. 
At the present time, the total number of 
Portuguese, including those born here, 
ifi not far from l,i,OUO. Their industry 
and thrift need no praise from me, while 
the reports of the Chief Justice credit 
them with the lowest percentage of crime 
of any nationality in the islands. At the 
same time they have a laudable ambi- 
tion to own and 
till lauds of their own, 


and are entirely free from European an- 
archism. Tbi-, however, may no' be 
the case with those from the mainland 
of Portugal. 


rolyneRlau Iinmicration Again. 


Persistent efforts have been made to 


introduce Polynesian laborers, but the 
jesults have b-en very unsatisfactory In 
1877 Captain Mis' was sent to Fiji and 
New Z aland to inaugurate emigration 
(rein the islands of the i-outh Pacific lo 
this c untry. 
He purchased the 


Srorrn Bird and sent her on a cruise to 
Rotnmah and the neighboring islands 
!or laborers. Several trips were made hv 
this veps-1, under Captain Jackson and a 
Mr. Kieeman. 


The bark Hawaii also made several 


trips to Micronet-ia, while tho Pomare 
was sent to the New Ht-bridpp. 
The 


Hawaii was wrecked on Tarawa, January 
•J8. 1SS1 and the Ktorm Bird on Bontiam 
inUnri the following August, while re- 
turning So;it.h Sea Islanders to their 
homes.

Chiuete laiui'icratlon. 


The Hawaiian Government had not 


hitherto assisted Chinese immigration, 
except by paying a bonus on women of 
that race brought into the country. 
In 


1866 the Chinese numbered but 1200. 
while in 1878 they had increased to 
nearly 6000. 
During the next few years 


there was a steady influx of Chinese free 
immigrants, 
which 
finally 
assumed 


alarming proportions. 
During the last 


five months ol 1880, 2239 Chinese immi- 
grants arrived, and the next spring live 
litramp steamers" came from t hina in 
quick succession, bringing near.y 
7CO 


passengers apitce. 
Every one of these 


steamers was infected with smtU^-pox, 
When over 3000 of these people had been 
landed here in three months, tho Ha- 
waiian Government was obliged to tele- 
graph to Hongkong to btop the invasion. 


In April, 181>3, it was suddenly re- 


sumed, and within twenty days 
five 


steamers arrived from Hongkong, bring- 
ing 2253 Chinese, followed 
the next 


month hy 1100 more, with news that 
several thousand more were ready to 
embark. 
Among these steamers was 


the famous Madras, with cases of small- 
pox on board. 


The Government promptly sent a tele- 


gram to the Governor of Hongkong, re- 
using to receive any further immigra- 
tion of male Chinese, 
hegulations were 


afterwards pub ished limiting the num- 
ber of Chinese permitted to land from 
any one vessel to twenty-five, and pro- 
viding for the issue of passports, as at 
present. In 18t3, in accordnnce with 
instructions received 
from the British 


Secretary of State, the Governor of Hong- 
kong refused to grant permi's to any 
Chinese whatever to come from that port 
direct to Honolulu. In ppite of this the 
influx of Chi1 ese continued on a large 
scale. 
In 
i8S. 
r> the excess of Chinese 


arrivals over departures was 1488, and 
the followinj; ear 1002. 
At last, Febru- 


arv 11, 188U, iiew regulations were pub- 
lished forbidding the landing cf any 
Chinese passengers whatever without a 
passport issued to him or her according 
to law. It was high time, for the number 
of Chintse in the is ands reached 21,000 
that j ear, since which time it has dimin- 
ished to about 15 000. Every Legi-lature 
since 1886 has passed laws re-enacting or 
amending the regulations just mentioned 
and providing penalties lor their viola- 
tion. In 1892 an Act was passed which 
authorized the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs to issue conditional permits to enter 
the Republic for a limited number of 
Chinese laborers under stringent condi- 
tions, binding them not to engage in any 
other occupation while here, and to leave 
this country as soon as they shall cease 
to follow thi-ir vocation as agricultural 
laborers or domestic servants. 


Immleraoti From Northern Europe. 


In the year 1880, the Board of Irnmi- 


jrration agreed to assist the mission of 
Captain L'Orange to Norway to procure 
immig'ants, by payine half the passage 
of the women and full passage for cbi - 
dren under twelve years of age. 
Under 


this arrangement the ship Heta, from 
Drammen, Morway, arrived in Maalaea 
Bay, Maui, Hehruary 18, 1881, with 327 
adults and 05 children, and on May 4'h, 
the Mnsca reached 
Honolulu with 223 


passengers. 
Ttev were immediately 


given employment on the plantations, 
but very soon tegan to harass 
the 


Board with compl ants 
in regard to

lodging. Accordingly,

From his account it appears that but 


one-tenth of them were real agricultur- 
ists, too manv of them having been re- 
cruited from the idle c'a«8 of the towns 
At the same time not a few of them have 
turned out to be good citizens. 


In November 1880, Messrs. Hackfeld 


&. Co. were authorized to procure immi- 
grants from Germany on the same terms 
that were granted to the Norwegians. 
On June 18, 1881, th« bark Ceder ar- 
rive^ from Bremen with 124 passengers, 
34 of whim were children, for the Lihue 
plantation. 
In October, 1882, the bark 


lolani arrived from Bremen with 183 
passengers, and in 1833 the ship Ehrenfels 
with 595 mjre. including 240 children. 
There has never been any trouble on ihe 
Lihue plantat on, but the immigrants by 
the la^t two vessels were restless and 
discontented, ind g*ve their employers 
no pea.-e until their contracts were can- 
cell d. The majority of them emi- 
grated to the Tnited. States on the expir- 
ation of their contracts. 
On the whole, 


the expeurnent of Northern Kuropean 
immigration cannot be considered to 
have been a success. 


• Japanese Immigration. 


The arrival of the first company of 


Japanese immigrants bv the SciOto in 
1868, and their subs quent experience!1, 
hav- a'realy be-n related. 


A f t e r a loiu co-respondence., in 1884, 


the cori.'erit of the Japanese Government 
was obtained for the emigration of its 
yuhjectn to tiiesa inlands on certain con 
ditions.

pears to be more tenacious of its nation- 
ality, or less inclined to renounce its

The presence of so large an 


Oriental element in our population con-

admitted that, as the L*bor Commis-ion 
puts it,'The sugar interest has not im- 
proved the body politic," to any great 
extent, by bringing in settlers of the 
Caucasian races, fitted to become citi- 
zens of a republic. The Portuguese im- 
migration, however, has been valuable, 
by introducing 
an 
indnstiious 
and 


thriity, non-Asiatic, agricultural class, 
such as forms the backbone of any coun- 
try. 
Many of them will become land- 


owners on a sri all scale, and we may ex- 
pect their children to be educated in the 
Knglish language and in American prin- 
ciples of "liberty regulated by law." 
It 


is therefore to be h ped that before the 
door is closed against assisted immigra- 
tion, more of these people may become 
settled in the islands. 


American Immigration. 


It it strange that hitherto so little has 


been done to encourage immigration from 
the United States. As has buen already 
stated, in order to insure the success of 
this Republic, it will be necessary to 
build up and foster an intelligent middle 
class, who understand the principles and 
the methods of Anglo-Saxon sell->iovern- 
ment. To accomplish this desirable ob- 
ject will require more systematic effjrts 
to find settlers of this stamp, and the 
cffdr of greater inducements to attract 
them and k--ep them here. It will be 
necessary for private land-owners to co- 
operate with the Government in laboring 
for this object, in a patriot c and liberal 
spirit. The would-be "boomer," whose 
sole object ia to capture the "unearned 
increment," thould b« regarded as a 
public enemy— hostw humani gmcriH. 


The problem wfo.ch many have des-, 


paired of solving is how to attract a class 
of enterprising white colonists who are 
accustomed t'j do their own work, and 
have sufficient capital to establish them- 
selves as independent farmers. It is this 
class of people that has wrought such 
wonders in transforming Southern Cali- 
fornia. 
Inducements Offered by Other Countries. 


We cannot, as Uncle Sam formerly did, 


ofivr every corner a farm. The Mormons 
notonlv did tbis, but advanced the cost 
of transportation to Utah. 
Brazil has 


employed agents in iMirope to offer im- 
migrants lands at a low pnce on long 
credits, besides tree transportation from 
Rio Janeiro to their final destination in 
the country. 


Some of the states of Brazil have even 


offered to make advances to the settlers 
of cash, lumbar, seed, tools, etc., on ac- 
count, to b>* repaid in four annual in- 
stalments. 


Argentina <-ffers similar inducements, 


and numerous colonization societies have 
been formed there to assist colonists in 
obtaining land and the means of cultiva- 
tion. 


New Zealand, alter having discon- 


tinued Diving assistance to immigrants 
for many yearn, is now making fresh 
efforts to aUrnc.t farmers wuh canital 
who will be willing to take up and im- 
prove its lands. 
Arrangements have 


l>een made: First, for advertising the 
country in the farming counties of Eng- 
land ; and second, for combining with the 
steam-h p companies to reduce the rates 
of passage about one-third.

The 
following ar» the recommenda- 


tions of the I abor Commission in its re- 
port on the coff-w industry : 


P. S —The l abor Commission stronit- 


lv recommends that ''Viuorons effort 


bo made to induce un imtuigrution to 
thesfl if laudH of farmers now living in 
the United States, who are accustomed 
to do their own work, are cultivate™ of 
small faruis, and who have means suffi- 
cient to tide over the time between 
planting the cotfoe and iU coming into 
bearing." 


It is not recommended that UiU immi- 


gration bhould be assisted financially by 
the Government, but that the Govern- 
ment shouldjseek out those who may be 
desirable settlers, furnish them with fall 
information and advice, and facilitate 
their settlement here iu every wu.y con- 
sistent with their entire personal and pe- 
cuniary independence. The commission 
shows that ''White men can woik in the 
tropics," arid that there is reason to be- 
lieve that hundreds or even thousands 
el families will emigrate from the United 
Stated, if encouraged to do so, and that 
there are already two hundred intelli- 
gent, enterprising white men, mostly 
small proprietors, engaged in the coffee 
industry. 


It recommends that an agent of immi- 


gration be sent to the United States to 
lacilitate the emigration 
of desirable 


«migrants. 


The commission also recommends that 


the Government make arrangements to 
facilitate the shipment of tropical fruits 
to the Northwestern States, by guaran- 
teeing freight carriers against luss, for a 
limited period. 
Finally it recommends 


that such disposition be made of the 
public lands ttiat t'.e largest possible 
number of individual proprietors may 
possess it.

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Yesterday afternoon at a late 


hour, according to pre\ious ar- 
rangements, a mat's meeting of 
native Hawaiian^ was held on 
Union Square to offer resolutions 
of condolence to the widow of the 
late Walter Q Greshain, Secretary 
of State of the United States. 


Long before the hour appointed, 


natives began to collect on the cor- 
ners in the vicinity of the Execu- 
tive building, and at 5 o'clock a 
crowd of over 300 people had col- 
lected. 


James Kaulia took a position in 


the center of the throng and read 
the following resolutions of con- 
dolence : 


Whereas, It has pleased Almighty 


God to take away from this earth 
Walter Q. Greaham, Secretary of 
State of the United States, to the 
realms of the blessed as we firmly be- 
lieve; and 


Whereas, In his capacity of Secre- 


tary of State he was asked to investi- 
gate matters concerning Hawaii nei 
and the wrong done to our Queen and 
the nation by those in power in the 
United States; and 


Whereas, After he had investigated 


with great forbearance, he decided 
that wrong was done to our Queen 
and our nation, and that it was fitting 
that the President of the United 
States should make amends for the 
wrongs which the servants of that 
great nation had done; and 


Whereas, In all his doings looking 


toward our good he showed us the 
highest regard without fear; and 


Whereas, It has not fallen upon 


him to bear the burden of keeping up 
these wrong-doings which we are now 
bearing, and 


Whereas, It has fallen on the widow 


and the beloved children the burden 
of losing such a good husband and a 
loving parent, it would be a good thing 
for Hawaiian people to show their 
feeling of condolence for the great trial 
which has fallen upon them; there- 
fore, be it 


Resolved, That we show our heart- 


felt sympathy to the widow and 
orphans in the trouble which has be- 
fallen them; and we pray to God Al- 
mighty to enlighten their thoughts 
and feelings in the dark hours of 
sorrow. 


Resolved, That these resolutions be 


prepared and sent to Mrs. Gresbam 
ana her children. 


Joseph Nawahi, in a few well* 


chosen words, seconded the feeling 
expressed in the resolutions of con- 
dolence as read. 


At the close the natives broke up 


into small groups and discussed 
the meeting.

How to Get Annexation. 


MB. EDITOK:—C. Burnette Wilson's 


letter in your issue of June 4th merits 
recognition, even apart from the per- 
sonnel of the writer aud perhaps of the 
friends associated with him who may 
think it better far to guide by love 
than rule by war. Mr. Wilson has 
held the fate of this country, to an ex- 
tent, in his hands more than once. 
The Provisional Government and-tbe 
Republic might not have attained 
their power but for him.

The Senate met at 1:30 Tuesday 


afternoon according to adjournment, 
with all members present. The report 
of the Secretary was adopted as read. 
The Secretary announced that a mes-

Hatch was requested to provide for the 
Janitors. On motion of Senator Brown 
the rule to employ an interpreter and 
translator was dispensed with. Pend- 
ing the arrival of the President's mes- 
sage a recess was declared. 


At the close of the recess Major 
Potter presented the message of Presi- 
dent Dole containing the appoint- 
ments made by the Executive. These 
included members of the Cabinet, 
Judges of the Supreme and Circuit 
courts, and the diplomatic and Con- 
sular corps. 
On motion of Senator 
Waterhouse the consideration of the 
message was made the order of busi- 
ness for Thursday. Adjourned to 10 
o'clock Wednesday. 


House of Representatives.

and amended report adopted. 


The Attorney-General announced 
that Acts 2, 3, 4, relating to financial 
matters, were ready for consideration. 
He moved they be taken from the 
table aud referred to Finance Com- 
mittee. 


Rep. Robertson moved a suspension 


of the rules in order to give notice of 
the introduction of a bill by motion 
to incorporate the Honolulu Electric 
Railway Company. This bill will be 
introduced Wednesday.

the privilege of taking such lands as 
might be needed for roads, etc. 


lu considering Section 18 R°p. Rich- 


ards asked the Attorney General to 
explain wi y procee 1s of public lands 
si ould be set apart as a special fund 
for the payment of Government debts*. 
Explanation made that boridn were 
iosued on a tia-ds of Government hold 
ings. Current expenses should be paid 
out of current funds.

Rep. Rycroft 
thought exception 


should be made to enable the Govern- 
ment to purchase desirable properties 
which would prove particulaly remu- 
nerative.

Captain Taylor and Chief Officer 


Griffiths were on the bridge doing all 
that was possible to bead out to sea, 
first with a slow bell and then with 
rull speed, but without success. 
" about 10:43 o'clock we were struck 


by a terrific squall. The high seas 
careened the steamship well over. 
She paitly righted, when a second 
squall struck her. The sea broke over 
the vessel. She careened, never re- 
covered and sank almost immediately. 
"The last I saw of Captain Taylor 


he was on the bridge blowing a 
whistle as warning. As the steamship 
careened for the last time he was un- 
doubtedly carried away by the high 
sea which swept the vessel. 
"I jumped over the bow when the

with 


masts and smokestack under water, 
and succeeded in getting on some 
wreckage1' continued Third Officer 
Hansen in relating his experience. 
"Afterwards, with six others who 
were on the bits of wreckage, we 
made a raft and all crowded on top of 
it. Three of the men were washed off 
by the waves, but »ne of them was 
afterward rescued, making five of us 
on the raft when we were picked up."

CHICAGO, June 2.-Professor Wil- 


liam Gardner Hale, bead of the de- 
partmeut of Latin in the University of 
Chicago, has been placed at the head 
of the American School of Classics at 
Rome, founded jointly by the Archse 
ologlcal Institute and the Philological 
Association. 
Professor Hale will bold 


the directorship of the school for one 
year and then give place to Professor 
Minturu Warren of the John Hop- 
kins University for the second year. 


The associate director for this year 


will be Professor A. L. Frothingham 
of Princeton. This school will be con- 
ducted on the same plan as the Ameri- 
can school at Athens. 
Sufficient 


money has been raised to insure its 
existence for three years. It will 
probably be established at the Aurora 
Casino Palace, the villa of Ludowlsi. 
Two fellowships have been established 
of the value of $600 each. 


Four fellows iu the University of 


Chicago will accompany Professor 
Hale. They are Messrs. Shipley and 
Hellena, Professor Dixon, of Olivet 
College, Mich., and Professor Swear 
ingen of Millshop's College, Miss. 
The principal subjects of study will be 
"Roman P> ivate Life from the Monu- 
ments," ''Topography of Rome," "An 
cient Art and Latin Inscriptions."

FIFTH DAY, Wednesday, June 19. 
After the opening exercises iu the 


Senate Wednesday morning the sec- 
retary read a report from the Labor 
Commission calling attention to the 
difficulties experienced in attempting 
to give a statement of the number of 
the various nationalities employed by 
the several industries of the islands. 
The report set forth the necessity of 
the work on the regular census begin- 
ning at once. 
The regular period for 


the census comes in 1896, and by be- 
ginning the work a year earlier much 
needed data could be put at the dis- 
posal of the country. It was also re- 
commended that $12,000 be appropri- 
ated for the purpose. 
The report was 


referred to the Committee on Educa- 
tion. 


The election of members of the 


Council of State was the special order 
for the day. Previous to proceeding 
with the election a recess was declared 
and a second caucus held. When the 
doors of the Senate were again opened, 
it was voted that the matter of elec- 
tion be tabled to be taken up on vote 
of the Senate. It was decided in the 
secret session to postpone the election 
of the council until the House of Rep- 
resentatives had named its members. 


Under suspension of the rules Sena- 


tor Waterhouse presented the petition 
of the Hawaiian Republican Club en- 
dorsing the appointment of W. R. 
Castle as minister to Washington. 
The petition was tabled to be consid- 
ered with the appointments. 
A mo- 


tion to adjourn to 10 o'clock Thursday 
was carried, and the special commit- 
tee on the land law began its labors In 
dissecting the Act. 


House of Representatives. 


The morn'.ng session of the House 
was mostly confined to routine mat- 
ters. 


A petition from South Kona fora 


school house was presented by Rep. 
Kamauoha. 
Referred to Education 


Committee. 
The Finance Committee, through 


Charman McBryde, reported favorably 
on the bill to Regulate the Currency. 
Laid on the table for consideration 
with the bill. 


Following this Rep. Robertson In- 


troduced three bills, as mentioned 
above. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs Hatch 


replied as follows to the questions pro- 
pounded by Rep. Robertson the day 
previous: 


Q Has the Government author- 


ized the introduction of any Chinese 
laborers under Chapter 80, Laws of 
1892? 


A. Yes; it has. 
Q. If so, how many? 
A. Two hundred and eighty-seven. 


Of these, thirty five arrived by the 
Belgic March 2, 1892. Of the re- 
mainder, 125 permits had been re- 
turned. It is not expected that the 
balance can be utilized, owing to ob- 
jections on the part of the authorities 
at Hongkong. 
Under'-the law as 


amended by act of the Executive and 
Advisory Councils of the Republic, 
dated March 19, 1895, 1346 permits 
have been issued. There have been 
no arrivals as yet.

previous sessions. 


Rep. Kamauoha was of the opinion 


that the Clerk should receive as much 
compensation as the Interpreter, oil 
ing ratio paid during ttje last Legisla- 
ture. 


On a tie the Speaker voted against 
the amendment. 


The rates were finally adjusted at 


Secretary $h;Interpreter $10,8ergeant- 
at-Arms $4. 


After Rep. Robertson had moved for 


ajoint committee of the Senate and 
House on printing of the rules, which 
waacarried, the House went into com- 
mittee of the whole on the Land Act. 
Part VII, Inalienable Homesteads, 
Section 34, caused a general argument 
regarding fee of $2 to sub-agent when 
making application for lots. 


Consideration of the Land bill con- 


tinued and occupied the attention of 
the House all the afternoou. 


An amendment by Rep. Hanuna to 


insert in first line of Section iio, as por- 
tion of qualifications of applicants, 
"and who has taken an oath to sup- 
port the Constitution of the Republic 
of Hawaii,1' called forth eloquence 
from several members. 


Rep. Richards did not favor the 


amendment. 
He said 
there were 


many good men who had cot taken 
the oath to support the Republic. This 
should not prevent them from acquir- 
ing homesteads. No political distinc- 
tion should be maiie when it was de- 
sired to secure lands. 


Rep. Naone spoke eloquently and at 


length in favor of the qualification. 
The Republic had been established i 
more thau 
a 
year; 
those 
wbo' 


had 
not 
taken the 
oath 
should I 


not be allowed any privileges. Oppo- 
nents of the Government, if they se- 
cured lands, would be still more an 
tagonistic. Tbe amendment was wise 
and timely, and he hoped it would 
prevail. 


Rep. Kaeo thought the section as 


printed strong enough, and would vote 
asrainst the amendment. 


Rep Robertson spoke strongly against 


the amendment. It was aimed solely 
against native Hawaiians. He was 
not in favor of royalists and their doc- 
trines but thought it was going just 
a little too far to deprive, a man of a 
home on this account. 
Natives who, 


through ill-advice and stubbornness, 
bail failed to come into the fold should 
be pitied rather than try to show them 
the error of their ways by enactment 
of specific legislation. Sooner or later 
they would recognize existing affairs. 


Rep. Hunanu said the amendment 
was something that could be complied 
with easily. 
Those who stooa out 
against the Government like stub- 
born jackasses needed something to 
whip them into line. He recited an 
incident in the early life of almost 
every man to bear out the stand taken 
by him. He thought those who failed 
to support the Government 
should 
not derive any benefits from it. 


The Attorney-General 
told how 


numbers of natives had 
deprived 


themselves of the right to vote, etc., 
through failure to take prescribed 
oath. While this was true, he did not 
believe it wise to insert the amend- 
ment. Amendment lost on standing 
vote of 8 to 5. 


Several changes of a minor nature 


were made in preceding sections, sev- 
eral being referred to committees. 


A motion of Rep Naone at 2:45 that 


the committee rise, report progress, 
etc., was defeated. 


After consideration of sections up 


to 46, the committee at 3:40, on mo- 
tion of Rep. Hanuna, reported pro- 
gress as above.
